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Piayrorp Hatt, February 20th, 1844. 
My Dear FRIEND, 

As I am now growing old, being just about to enter into the eighty-fifth year of my age, and as I feel 
the powers of my mind becoming almost every day weaker and weaker, I determined two or three weeks 
ago, to write a very short letter toa friend, (the last, I fear, I shall ever be able to undertake, ) ‘on the ill treat- 
ment of the free people of color, in the United States, on account of the color of their skin.” I thought 
such a work would be useful at the present time, when the people on your side. of the water are beginning 
at length to turn heir thoughts more seriously than ever, to the great and sacred cause of the abolition of 
Slavery, the greatest evil with which any country was ever cursed. I have at length finished my letter, and now 
I send it to you to do with it what you please. You may print it if you please, in your paper, which bears 
my name, but I would advise you to consider first, whether you will not make many enemies to yourself and 
to your paper by so doing, because it well make your countrymen ashamed of themselves, for their past and pre- 
sent conduct towards their brethren and fellow-citizens, who happen to be of a different color. I have 
written the letter, I acknowledge, with great severity, but not greater than the case requires, for first, the preju- 
dice against color, besides being unjust, is deeply seated, and requires a strong remedy, and secondly, be- 
cause no arguments of religion, or even of expediency (for nothing can be more impolitic than Slavery, as 
emancipation in our West India Islands has fully shown) has hitherto had an effect upon your white coun- 
trymen, [ have-only left the argument of shame. 

My Dear Frienp, be assured, that your country is in great danger as a country, while it carries on 
slavery to so great an extent, not only.on account of a fear of just yadgments of God, but because slavery so 
demoralizes a country, or destroys the moral sense, that its inhabitants become unprincipled, so as at length 
to be driven to infidelity and to make themselves despised by all the civilized world. It is righteousness 
only, which exalteth a nation. My letter, which I now send you, ought to be reprinted and widely circula- 
ted in America, to show the white people the danger of a destructive morality, to which their country is ex- 
posed, and to show to the black, that the people of England consider the prejudice against color as most 
infamous, most unjust, most wicked, and that they sympathize with them in their misfortunes. 

This is the last letter, I believe, that I shall have strength to write to you, and now I conclude with my 
best wishes for the health and prosperity of yourself and family. I say nothing of your spiritual welfare, 
as this must depend upon yourself; upon your own Christian conduct and the blessing of God upon it.

_ Tux letter which, by the direction of Earl Grey, was transmitted to 
this office 8n the 30th of November, together with the despatches from go- 
vernors of the West Indian Colonies which accompanied it, have been under 
the consideration of the Lord President of the Council. 

Under his Lordship’s directions a short and simple account is now submitted 
of the mode in which the Committee of Council on Education consider that 
Industrial Schools for the coloured races may be conducted in the colonies, so 
as to combine intellectual and industrial education, and to render the labour of 
the children available towards meeting some part of the expense of their 
education. | 

From this account will be purposely excluded any description of the methods 
of intellectual instruction, and all minute details of the organization of 
schools. Whatever suggestions respecting discipline may be offered will be 
condensed into brief hints, or confined to those general indications which are 
universally applicable. | 

It would be presumptuous to attempt to describe those varieties in discipline 
which might be suggested by a better knowledge of the peculiarities of a race 
which readily abandons itself to excitement, and perhaps needs amusements 
which Would seem unsuitable for the peasantry of a civilized community. 


While endeavouring to suggest the mode by which the labour of negro 
children may be mingled with instruction fitted to develope their intelligence, 


it would be advantageous to know more of the details of colonial culture, and 
of the peculiarities of household life in this class, and thus to descend from the 
general description into a closer adaptation of the plans of the school to the 
wants of the coloured races. This, however, cannot now be attempted. 

In describing the mode in which the instruction may be interwoven with the 
labour of the school, so as to render their connection as intimate as possible, it 
will however be necessary to repeat the illustrations in various forms, which 
may appear trivial. But this mutual dependence of the moral and physical 
training ; of the intellectual and industrial teaching ; and even of the religious 
education and the instruction of the scholars in the practical duties of life, require 
a detailed illustration. Christian civilization comprehends this complex de- 
velopment of all the faculties, and the school of a semi-barbarous class should 
be established on the conviction that these several forms of training and instruc- 
tion mutually assist each other. 

Instead of setting forth this principle more fully, it is considered expedient 
to furnish numerous though brief practical details of its application, which may 
with local knowledge be easily expanded into a manual for schools of industry 
for the coloured races. 

Even within the limits which will be assigned to the instruction of the chil- 
dren of these races in this paper, it may be conceived that, bearing in mind the 
present state of the’ negro population, and taking into account the means at 
present at the disposal of the colonial legislatures in the different dependencies, 
a too sanguine view has been adopted of the amount of instruction which may 
be hoped to be imparted. 

Certainly it is true that some time must elapse before the limits assigned in 
this paper to such instruction, even in the day-schools, can be reached. But 
less, that what is described could not be regarded as a transforming agency, by 
which the negro could be led, within a generation, materially to improve his 
habits. If we would have him rest satisfied with the meagre subsistence and 


privation of comfort consequent on his habits of listless contentment with the 


almost spontaneous gifts of a tropical climate, a less efficient system may be 
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adopted ; but if the native labour of the West Indian Colonies is to be made 
generally available for the cultivation of the soil by a settled and industrious 


ntry, no agent can be so surely depended upon as the influence of a system ~ 


of combined intellectual and industrial instruction, carried to a higher degree of 
efficiency than any example which now exists in the colonies. 

Nor will a wise Colonial Government neglect any means which affords even 
a remote prospect of gradually creating a native middle class among the negro 
population, and thus, ultimately, of completing the institutions of freedom, by 
rearing a body of men interested in the protection of property, and withgptel- 
ligence enough to take part in that humbler machinery of local affairs Which 
ministers to social order. 

With these remarks, I proceed at once to enter on the practical. suggestions 
which I am directed to offer. ‘ 

_ The objects of education for the coloured races of the colonial dependencies 
of Great Britain may be thus described. 

To inculcate the principles and promote the influences of Christianity, by 
such instruction as can be given in elementary schools. 

To accustom the children of these races to habits of self-control and moral 
discipline. 

To diffuse a grammatical knowledge of the English language, as the most 
important agent of civilization, for the coloured population of the colonies. 

To make the school the means of improving the condition of the peasantry, 
by teaching them how health may be preserved by proper diet, cleanliness, 
ventilation, and clothing, and by the structure of their dwellings. 

To give them a practical training in household economy, and in the cultiva- 
tion of 4 cottage garden, as well as in those common handicrafts by which a 
Jabourer\may improve his domestic comfort. 

To communicate such a knowledge of writing and arithmetic, and of their 
application to his wants and duties, as may enable a peasant to economize 
his means, and give the small farmer the power to enter into calculations and 
agreements. 

An improved agriculture is required in certain of the colonies to replace the 
system of exhausting the virgin soils, and then leaving to natural influences 
alone, the work of reparation. The education of the coloured races would 
not, therefore, be complete, for the children of small farmers, unless it included 
this object. ..” 

The lesson books of colonial schools should also teach the mutual interests 


_ of the mother-country and her dependencies; the rational basis of their con- 


nection, and the domestic and social duties of the coloured races. 

These lesson books should also simply set forth the relation of wages, capital, 
labour, and the influence of local and general government on personal security, 
independence, and order. 

For the attainment of these objects, the following classes of institutions are 
required. | 

Day-schools of industry and model farm schools. 

A training school for the instruction of the masters and mistresses of day 
schools. : . 

The order in which these institutions are enumerated is that in which they 
may be most conveniently described. 

A day school of industry might, in the tropical climates, with the exception 
of a moderate salary for the schoolmaster, be made self-supporting. The 
school should be regarded as a large Christian family, assembled for mutual 
benefit, and conducted by a well-ordered domestic economy. 

For this purpose, the children having breakfasted, should be at school at a 
very early period after sun-rise. 

At this hour, they should be assembled for morning prayer. The utmost 


- reverence should pervade this religious exercise. 


The work of the day would then commence. The scholars would have their 


- dinner at the school, and in the evening would return to their homes imme- 


diately before sunset. The school would close, as it began, with prayer. 

From sunrise until sunset their life would be under the training and instruc- 
tion of the master and mistress of the school. Their labour would be principally 
devoted tothe business of the household and of the school garden. Their instruc- 
tion would be such as would prepare them for the duties of their station m life. 
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To this end the school premises should comprise— 
A house for the master and for the mistress, 
A.school-room for the boys, and. another for the girls, each convertible 

into a: dining-room. , 

A class-room for undisturbed. religious. instruction. | 

A large garden plot, sufficient to provide garden stuff for the dinners of 
the school during the whole year. 

A tool-house and carpenter's shop. 

A kitchen, store-room, larder, and scullery. 

. A wash-house and laundry. 

The training of the scholars in industry and in cottage economy would, under 
these arrangements, -be regarded as second only to their instruction from the 
Holy Scriptures, and their training in the duties of a religious life. 

In a race emerging from barbarism, the training of children in obedience and 
cheerful industry, in mutual forbearance and good will, and in that respect for 
property and care to use the blessings of Providence without abusing them, for 
which a school of industry affords an opportunity closely resembling the training 
of children in a Christian family, would greatly promote the success of the 
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_ religious instruction. 


Immediately after prayers the master would divide the boys into working 
parties under the charge of apprenticed monitors or pupil teachers. The 
schedule of the school routine would describe the duty of each party, and the 
time allotted to it. 

The garden should be divided into two principal plots. The school plot 
should be cultivated by the whole school, in common, for the production of all 
those vegetables which would be required in considerable quantities for the 
school kitchen. 

These crops should be so adapted to the seasons as to afford a constant supply, 
either in store or to be daily gathered from the ground. 

In the labour and practical instruction of the garden they would learn the 
theory and practice of its culture, and the use of the crops of the different seasons 


in supplying the wants of a family. : 
The scholars’ plot should be divided into allotments proportioned to the 


strength of the scholars. The sense of personal interest and responsibility would 
here be developed, and the pupil would cultivate habits of self-reliance, neatness, 
and perseverance. 

In the large school plot the combination of individual efforts, for a common 
object, and the advantages of order, method, harmony, and subordination would 
be exemplified. 

For the management of the garden two or three parties could therefore be 
detached, according to the work appropriated. to the season. 

The repairs of the tool-house and of the implements of gardening, as well as 
the fencing of the garden, would sometimes employ a party in the carpenter's 
shop. . 

In the colonies in which the slave population has recently been emancipated, 
and in those very recently settled, it might also be desirable to have at hand, as 
a part’of the school stock, a quantity of the rough material of which labourers’ 
dwellings are constructed. With this material a cottage might be built on an 
improved plan, with a due regard to ventilation, to drainage, to the means pro- 
vided for the escape of smoke, to the nature of the floor, the provision of rude 
but substantial furniture, and the most healthy bedding, together with the out- 
buildings required for domestic animals and the family. 

Such a cottage, when built, might be again altered, enlarged, or pulled down 
and rebuilt, as a part of the industrial instruction, important in its civilizmg 
influences. 

The master would superintend, direct, and explain the garden operations. 

While in the field or workshed, he would have an opportunity of improving 
the manners and habits of his scholars, not by the rigidity of a military disci- 
pline, exacting an enforced order, but by the cheerful acquiescence of a sense of 
duty and convenience arising from his patient superintendence. The harmony, 
industry, and skill of his scholars should be promoted by his vigilance, and 


encouraged by his example. ’ ie 
The garden operations of the month would form a subject of oral instruction 


in the school. 
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In these oral lessons would be explained the reasons for the succession of 
crops; for the breadth sown; for the nature of the manure selected; for the 
mode of managing the crop; and the uses to which it was to be devoted. 

The accidents to which the crop is liable, and the means of providing against 
them, might even lead the teacher into a familiar account of the habits of various 
insects; their mode of propagation; the peculiarities of season which favour 
their development; and the mode of detecting and destroying them, before their 
ravages are extensively injurious or fatal to the crop. 

T‘amiliar lessons on the effects of night.and day, of heat and light, of dew and 
rain, of dramage and irrigation, and the various kinds of manure, and of the suc- 
cession of the seasons on vegttation, would not only inform the minds of the 
scholars, but give them a more intelligent interest in the common events of 
the natural world. | 

In the school also would be kept an account of the expenses incurred on the 
garden. To this end the reception of all articles on which outlay had been 
incurred, as for example, tools, manure, wood, seeds, &c., should be attended 
with some formality ; and the boys should be practised in examining or weigh- 
ing them, and entering them in the account. In like manner the garden pro- 
duce should be weighed before delivered at the kitchen, and an account kept of 
the quantity gathered daily, and of its market value. 

The objects of outlay and the results of labour should be brought into one 
balance sheet, showing the profits of the garden at the close of the year. 

As a preparation for this general account keeping, each boy might also enter, 
in a subordinate account, the outlay and produce of his own allotment. 

In both cases the amount of labour should be daily registered, and its value 


_ fixed, as an element to be ultimately entered in the balance-sheet. 


Once or twice in the week the girls and boys would bring from home early 

in the morning a bundle of clothes to be washed at the school. 
_ The wash-house should be fitted up with the utensils commonly found in the 
best labourers’ cottages, or which, with frugality and industry, could be pur- 
chased by a field workman; and the girls should be employed in successive 
parties in washing, drying, and ironing their clothes. are : 

They should likewise bring from home clothes requiring to be mended, and 
cloth to be made into shirts and dresses for their families, and the mistress 
should teach them to cut it out, and make it up, and to mend their clothes. 

The employments of the girls would co-operate with those of the boys as 
respects instruction in cottage economy, by the connection of the garden with 
the kitchen: | 

In the kitchen, the vegetables received from the garden would be prepared 
for cooking, and the girls would be instructed in the preparation of the cheap 
food which a labourer could afford to purchase, or could grow in his own 
garden. : fee 

For the sake of convenience and dispatch, a large part of this cooking must 
be conducted in a wholesale manner for the school dinner, but in order to give 
instruction in the preparation of a cottage meal, a separate dinner should daily 
be provided for the supérintendents of working parties. This should be cooked 


with the utensils commonly found in cottages. 


The employments of the girls should be accompanied by suitable instruction 
in the school. Thus an account should be kept of the clothes received from 
each scholar’s family to be washed, and of their return to the boy or girl by 
whom they were brought. | | 

The amount, of garden stuff and stores daily consumed in the school dinner 
should be entered, and the value estimated. 

The purchase of utensils, stores, &c., should be recorded by the scholars. 

Among the topics of oral instruction, cottage economy should be second only 
to religious instruction. The duties of a skilful housewife would be exemplified 
in the training in industry, but these practical arts should be accompanied with 
familiar lessons on the best mode of husbanding the means of the family, on the 


prices and comparative nutritious qualities of various articles of food; and on 


simple recipes for preparing them. Each girl should write in a book, to be 
taken with her from the school, the recipes of the cottage meals she had learned 
to prepare; and the familiar maxims of domestic economy which had been in- 


-culcated at school. 


Such instruction might profitably extend to domestic and personal cleanliness. 
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’ dairy. E. The market. F. Household maxims. 


The management of children in infancy, and general rules as to the preservation 
of health. 

On the subject of cottage economy, it would be well that a class book should 
be prepared, containing at least the following heads:— 


1. Means of preserving Health. 


A. Cleanliness. B. Ventilation. C. Drainage. D. Clothiiig. E, Exercise.

2. Means of procuring Comfort. 
A. The cottage garden. B. The piggery. C. The cotiage kitchen. D. The 


“-The*variows industrial employment of the scholars would curtail the ordinary 
hours of school. Certainly, all that has been described might be accomplished, 
and at least two or three hours daily reserved for religious and other instruction. 

The Holy Scriptures should be used only as a medium of religious teaching. 
They should not be employed as a hornbook, associated in the mind of the child 
with the drudgery of mastering the almost mechanical difficulty of learning to 
read, at an age when it cannot understand language, too often left unexplained. 
On. the contrary, the Holy Scriptures should only be put into the hands of those 
children who have learned to read with fluency. 

‘To the younger children a short portion of the Scripture should be daily 
read, and made the subject of an oral lesson. 

Those of riper age should be taught to receive and read the Scriptures with 
reverence. 

The art of reading should be acquired from class books appropriate to an 
industrial school. Besides the class book for the more advanced scholars on 
cottage economy, the earlier reading lessons might contribute instruction adapted 
to the condition of a class emerging from slavery or barbarism. 

The lessons on writing and arithmetic, as has been before observed, ought to 
be brought into-daily practical use in the employment of the scholars. Nothing 
is learned so soon‘or retained so surely as knowledge the practical relation of 
which is perceived. ge nian rte a ae 3: 2 

The scholar should thus be taught to write from dictation, as an exercise of 
memory, and of spelling and punctuation, as well as of writing. 

They should be gradually trained in the composition of simple letters on the 
business of the school, the garden, or kitchen; and exercised in writing ab- 
stracts of oral lessons from memory. The power of writing on the actual 
events and business of their future lives would thus be acquired. 

Within these limits the instruction of the coloured races, combined with a 
systematic training in industry, cannot fail to raise the population to a condition 
of improved comfort; but it will also give such habits of steady industry to 
a settled and thriving peasantry, as may in time develope the élements of a 
native middle class. This would probably be a consequence of an education 
within these limits; but if this were accomplished, and time permitted further 
instruction, an acquaintance might be sought with the art of drawing plans, 
and those of land-surveying and levelling. Some instruction in geography 
also would enable them better to understand the Scriptures, and the connection 
of the colony with the mother country. | 

The master and mistress should be assisted by apprentices, whose number 
should be proportioned to the size of the schools. These apprentices should 
be chosen from the most proficient and best conducted scholars, who are also 
likely‘to have an example set them by their parents in harmony with their — 
education. At the age of thirteen, they should be bound by agreement for six 
years, and might receive in lieu of stipend a quantity of the garden produce, suffi- 
cient to induce their parents cheerfully to consent to their employment in the 
school. Careful separate instruction should be given them by the master, at a 
period daily set apart for the purpose, and they should be furnished with books, 
as means of self-education. 

With the aid of such apprenticed assistants, the school might he divided into 
classes varying in size, according to the skill and age of the apprentices, and 
the number of the scholars. In thé early stage of their apprenticeship, it may not 
be expedient to entrust these youths with the management of a class containing 
more than twelve children. At the age of sixteen, they might teach sixteen 
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children; and at the age of eighteen, probably twenty children. ‘The master 
would instruct twenty-four, or thirty, or more children in a class, according to 
circumstanees. ge . 

The school, therefore, will be divided into classes of twelve, sixteen, twenty, 
and twenty-four children. : 


The Model Farm School may be described with greater brevity, because 
much that has been said respecting the Day School of Industry is applicable 
to it. 

The Model Farm School isintended for the class of labourers who have accu- 
mulated sufficient money to become sinall farmers, and for the small farmers, 
who ‘with more knowledge and skill, would be enabled to,.employ their capital 
to greater adv te. Its object is’ to create a thriving, loyal, and religious 
middle class among the agricultural population. As the process of culture 
must differ in the various colonies, it is not possible to give more than general 
indications respecting it. 

As it would be improbable that a sufficient number of scholars could be 
collected from one neighbourhood, they should be boarders, and the cost of 
their lodging, maintenance, and in some colonies. also of their instruction, 
should be defrayed by their parents. The buildings therefore should pro- 
vide 

A lofty dormitory divided by partitions, six feet high, into separate com- 
partments, each containing one bed, and affording the master the means 
of overlooking the room from his own apartment. 

A refectory. 

Class-rooms. 

A kitchen, &c. &c. 

Store-rooms. 

Apartments for the master and his assistants. 

To school buildings should be added— 

_ Farm buildings, comprising all the arrangements necessary in each cli- 
mate for the shelter of the produce of the farm, and when necessary for its 
preparation for exportation; for the housing of stock; for the dairy; for the 
preparation of manures, and of food for the cattle; and for the shelter of agri- 
cultural machines and implements. | 

The industrial occupations of the scholars would be those of farm servants. 

In the field, the draining or irrigation of the land; ploughing, harrowing, 
and the preparation of the soil by various manures. adapted to its chemical 
character ; the sowing of the different crops with machines or by the hand; 
the expedients for preserving the seed thus sown; the weeding, hoeing, or 
drill-ploughing of the growing crop. The gathering in of the harvest would 
either be done solely by the labour of the scholars or with such assistance as 
might be required by the climate. 

In the homestead, with a similar reservation, they would conduct the 
management of the stock; of the manures and composts; the housing of 
the crop, and its preparation for exportation, and the economy of the dairy. 

Besides these purely farm occupations, it would be well to have on the 
premises a wheelwright’s and blacksmith’s shop, in which they might’ learn to 
mend the carts, waggons, and farming machines and implements, to repair the 
farming premises, and to shoe the horses. 

The domestic services of the household should have in view the establish- 
ment of religious exercises, such as could be properly continued in a farmer's 
family. : be | ; oe ig 

Besides a: thorough instruction in the Holy Scriptures, the course of teaching 
would comprise the following subjects. 

Probably the scholars on their admission into the school would be able to 
read and write with ease. ‘They should also learn English grammar, as pre- 
viously explained in relation to the day-school. 

They would proceed to acquire arithmetic, in connexion with keeping 
accounts of the management of a farm, and with practice in all farming calcula- 
tions. Mensuration, land surveying, and levelling, and plan-drawing would be 
taught, and their practical application constantly exemplified in the measure- 
ment of timber or of labourers’ work; in estimates for drainage, irrigation, and 
other agricultural purposes; and in preparing plans from actual survey. 


_ elements to the actual operations of the farm (all of which should be explained

As soon as the rudiments of chemical knowledge were acquired, further i 
struction should proceed, in connexion with the practical application of these 


with their aid), and afterwards to practical illustrations which the farm itself 
did not afford. 

The pupils should, by frequent practice, acquire expertness in the use of 
tests of the quality of soils. | , 

The chief characteristics of soils should be understood, and their relation to 
different forms of vegetation, together with the expedients by which, under 
varying circumstances, soils naturally of a low degree of fertility may be culti- 
vated, so as to produce abundant crops. | 

* In like manner practical lessons should be given on the influence of various 
soils; of different kinds of manure; of the natural influences of light, heat, rain, 
dew, night and day, and of the seasons on vegetable life; on the effects of drain- 
age, and of the various modes of working and of cultivating the‘ soil, and 
managing different crops. | 

On such knowledge should be grounded instruction in the most improved 
methods of cropping a farm; the use of the best implements and machines; on 
composts and manures; and the best mode of procuring seeds. 

Time would also probably be found to impart some acquaintance with veteri- 
nary medicine, as far, at least, as a general knowledge of the structure of the 
horse, cow, sheep, and other common domestic animals; of the methods of 
preparing their food ; of the best means of preserving them in health by appro- 
priate food, warmth, ventilation, and cleanliness; the precautions to be employed 
in peculiar localities and under special circumstances of climate. 

Under the head of arts of construction, falls the mode of planning farm 
buildings, so as to ensure an economy of labour with the utmost convenience 
and security; and with arrangements for promoting the health of the stock ; 
the best plans for constructing roofs; the proper strength required for timbers 
of different bearings, and the best method of economising materials, with a 
due regard to permanence of structure. 

Wherever peculiar processes are required for the preparation of the crop for 
exportation, the object of them, whether mechanical or chemical, should be 
explained to the pupils. 

Some knowledge of the laws of natural phenomena would enable them to 
comprehend the use of the thermometer, barometer, and other common 
instruments, and would free them from vulgar errors and popular su-. 
perstitions. 

The head master of the farming school should be competent by experience 
and skill to superintend the farm, as well as to give the combined practical and 
theoretical agricultural knowledge of the course proposed to be taught. 

He would require assistant masters, according to the size of the school, to 
teach the rudiments, and thus prepare every class for his instruction. 

Each class should be taught in a separate room. The assistant masters © 
would probably be promoted to these offices,. from the charge of day-schools of 
industry, and might there be deemed to be in training, as candidates for the 
head mastership of farm-schools. 

A matron or house-steward would manage all the domestic duties, with the 


, 


It is not necessary here to repeat the general indications given, respecting 
discipline, which have been set forth in relation to the day-school. The same 
principles are applicable to the model farm-school. : 

The course of study‘should extend, if possible, from the age of 14 or 15 to 
that of 18 or 19. There would not be the ’same-need of apprentices in these 
schools, as in the day-schools, because the scholars would be of a riper age, 
and might be more fitly intrusted, as monitors, with the superintendence of 
working parties. The whole of the instruction in classes would be conducted 
by the head master and his assistants. 

The day school of industry, and the model farm-school, having thus been 
described, it is now convenient to set forth the arrangements for the training of 
the masters of such schools. . 

The apprenticeship of scholars from 13 to 19 years of age in the day-school 
of industry must be regarded as a preliminary training in all the duties of the 
masters of such a school. It would be expedient that the pupil teacher 
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should be the child of parents who would set him a good example; that he 
should be bound by indentures which should specify his work, his remunera- 
tion, the knowledge he was to gain in each year under the instruction of the 
master; the nature of the annual examination which he should pass before 
some competent officer ; the persons from whom certificates of conduct should 
be annually required ; the test of his practical skill in gardening and — 
work, and in the art of teaching and governing a class. 

When the indenture was fulfilled, the pupil teacher should.be admitted toa 
competition of bursaries. or exhibitions to the normal school, to be held 
annually. The most proficient, skilful, and best conducted should be selected 
for these rewards, and sent with a bursary, which would defray the chief part 
of the expense of their further training, to the normal school. 

If the day-schools of industry were efficient, the residence in the normal 
school might be limited toa year or a year and a half; but if these schools 
were not in an efficient state, the period of training in the normal school would 
have to be proportionately extended. 

The normal school would adjoin a model day-school of industry. The students 
of the normal school would thus have an opportunity of witnessing a good 
example of the management of such a day-school, and of acquiring the art of 
teaching. They would here improve the processes of instruction, and the 
modes of discipline which they had acquired in schools of inferior efficiency, 
and make practical trial of the principles of school management, which would 
be taught in the normal school. 

A principal master and assistant-masters in the proportion of one master to 
every 30 or 40 canditate teachers would be required in the normal school. 

All the subjects of instruction pursued, either in the model farm schools, or 
in the day schools of industry, should be here resumed. 

The masters should here lead the candidates through a systematic course of 
instruction of each subject, revising their previous acquirements; rendering 
them more precise, accurate, and rational; and developing them beyond the 
limits within which their future duties as teachers would be confined. 


The group of subjects:from which the purstits ~f the candidates in the nor- 
- mal school might be selected can be more properly described than the exact 


limits to be placed on such studies in each colony. 
The course of the normal school would comprise certain of the following 
subjects :— 


1. Biblical instruction and the Evidences of Christianity. 

2. English Grammar and Composition. 

3. English History. 

4. Geography. 

5. Chemistry and its seettalidne | to Agriculture. 

6. The Theory of Natural Phenomena in their relation to Agriculture. 

7. The rudiments of Mechanics. 

8. Arithmetic and Book-keeping. 

9. The art of Land Surveying and Levelling, and practical Mensuration. 

10. Drawing from Models, and plan drawing. . 

11. The Theory and Practice of Agriculture and Gardening. 

12. The management of farming Stock, including the treatment of their 
diseases. 

13. The art of organizing, and conducting 2 an elementary school. 

14.. Vocal Music. 


It is unnecessary to enter into minute details, as to’ the daily routine of the 
normal school: some general indication of principles only is required. 

The principal object to be kept in jview throughout the training of the 
apprentice and candidate teacher is the formation of character. 
_ The prolonged training in the day school, followed by the residence in the 
normal school, cannot fail to make them acquainted with the details of the 
school keeping; with the management) of a garden, and the art of teaching 
a class. | 

As only the most advanced of the dupil teachers would be selected for the 
normal school, the revision of their studies in that school would give them a 
considerable command of the elementary knowledge required in schools of 
industry. In these respects, much confidence may be expressed as to the results 
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schoolmasters and mistresses are still more important. 

The discipline of the apprentice and student should afford no encouragement 
to the presumption and pedantry, which often accompany an education, neces- 
sarily inconiplete, yet raised above the level of the class from which thé pupil © 
teachers are taken; yet it should not be such, as to weaken the spring of the 
natural energies, or to subdue the force of individual character. No form of 
training is less capable of establishing sound moral sentiments, than that 
‘which exacts an unreasoning obedience. ‘The discipline which thus subdues 
the will, makes the pupil feebler for all virtuous actions. | 

To train the student in simplicity, humility, and truth; and at the same time 
to strengthen his mental powers, to inform his intelligence, to. elevate his prin- 
ciples, and to invigorate his intellect, are the objects of his education. 

On this account, the domestic life of the apprefitice with his own parents, 
under the best influences of his own class in society, might, if his family were 
a religious household, usefully alternate with the discipline- and duties of the: 
day school. He would understand, from experience, the wants, the cares, and 
hopes of the labouring class whose children he would have to educate. Instead 
of being repelled by their coarseness and poverty, and thus unfitted for daily 
contact with them, he would have a sympathy with their condition, which the 
training of the school would direct to proper objects. 

He ought to enter and to leave the training school, attracted by preference 
to the education of the labouring poor. | 

While in the day school, the pupil teacher would partake the common work 
of the garden, &c. This labour should be during some hours daily continued 
in the normal school. He should still feel that his origin and his future em- 
ployment were in harmony. : | 

With this view, his dress should hdve no distinction but that of greater sim- 
plicity and cleanliness. Any pretension beyond the ordinary peasant’s dress, 
which his parents could provide, should be discouraged. He should strive to 
teach by his example how that common dress could be worn with frugality and 
neatnesg, : ies yueiy « 

_ In ike manner, in the normal ‘school a peculiar dress is nindesinable The 
candidate teacher should continue, during three hours daily, to partake the rudest 
toils of the field and garden. Out-door labour should alternate with mental 
cultivation, both to enable the student to conduct a school of industry with 
success, and also to build all his intellectual acquirements on the experience of 
the life of those supported by manual industry. No alteration in the dress of 
the student should appear to suggest, that, with his entrance into the normal 
school, commences the separation between the candidate and his own class in 
society. Few things could be more injurious ;than to do anything which might 
tend to sever such sympathies, or to take the example of an educated peasant 
out of his own sphere in life. ‘ | 

The apprentice should not exchange the fare of the peasant’s cottage and the 
simple dinner of the day school, for a better diet in the normal school. His 
meals should be such only as he might certainly hope to procure by his vocation 
as schoolmaster. In like: manner, while, in his bedroom, provision was made 
for privacy, every arrangement should be marked by a severe simplicity. More 
abundant comfort, approaching to luxury, would make it difficult to the candi- 
date in after life to encounter the inevitable privations of his profession, as a 
teacher of.the poor. J | 

The household life of: the normal school should be marked by reverential. 
attention tedgeligious exengises and duties. ¢ i ais : 

At an early period in’ the morning, the school should be assembled for 
_ prayers. After prayers, the principal would speak to the students on subjects 
connected with the moral discipline of the school. He would endeavour to 
lead them to feel under what influences their life could enable them to fulfil 
the highest: aims of their calling. Whatever had happened incompatible with 
such a view of their duties, and which was not rather a subject for private per- 
sonal admonition, might become, after prayers, a source of instruction, in which 
should mingle no element of rebuke. In like manner the pursuits of the day 
should close. 

No part of the discipline of the establishment should contradict such instruc- 
tion. In everything an appeal should be made to the reason and the conscience. 
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Vigilance, to be wisely exerted, should wear no appearance of distrust or sus- . 


picion, but it should also be incessant. | 
The intercourse between the principal and the candidate teachers should be 


frank and confiding. 

Whenever concealment and evasion commence, even in slight matters, the 
authority and influence of the principal are in danger. It would become him 
then to reflect on the grounds of his regulations; to explain them fully to his 
students, and to endeavour to establish in their minds a conviction of their 
value. On some occasions it may be wise to make some relaxations in his 
rules, in a matter not essential to principle, and which is found to be galling in 
practice. In this way, and not by any system of ‘‘espionage” the whole life of 
the students should constantly pass in review before him. The advice of the 
principal should be open to his scholars as that of a friend. - 

Their time should be as fully occupied as possible. Relaxation should be 
found in change of employment and exercise in the duties of the field and 
garden. If the sense of life in a family were maintained, and a filial subordi- 
nation characterised the discipline, the most wholesome results would ensue. 

With these brief indications, I am directed to solicit your attention to those 
portions of the Minutes of the Committee of Council on Education which 
relate to the establishment and support of Normal Schools, and to the Reports 
presented by Her Majesty’s inspectors on the condition of the Normal and 
Model Schools now existing in Great Britain, in which will be found further 
details of the principles on which these institutions are conducted.

.. AOTTON CULTURE IN AFRICA, AND THE EMANCIPATION AND ELEVATION 
OF THE COLOURED RACE. 


London : 1860. 


According to invitation, a meeting to hear statements from Rev. THEODORE BOURNE concerning the plans 
of the AFRICAN CIVILIZATION Society oF NEw York, of which he is the Foreign Secretary, was held in the 
rooms of the Evangelical Alliance (which were penton for the purpose), No. 7, Adam Street, Strand, on Friday, 
23rd March, at 3 P.M. 

Lord AtFRED 8S. CHurcHILi, M.P., acted as Chairman; and, after reading various introductory letters 
from distinguished philanthropists in England and America, Mr. BourNE gave an account of the objects of the 
Society, its officers, membership, and the basis of its plans, It is a Society composed of intelligent coloured 
freemen, with anti-slavery friends, who desire to send the Gospel to Africa by Christian men who can live in 
that climate, and also oppose slave-grown products by free labour, thus elevating the coloured race everywhere. 


The points presented were as follows : 
Africa needs the Gospel and Christian civilization. 
Slavery and the slave-trade should be destroyed. 
American slavery is stronger than it was twenty-five years ago. From two and a half millions the slaves 
have increased to nearly four millions, and the price of an able-bodied slave from 900 dollars to 1400, 


: and in that ratio. 

Cotton is the main support of slavery in the United States. 

Great Britain purchases five-sevenths of the slave-grown cotton, and is partaker of the proceeds of the 

system, and thus emancipation is retarded. 

Africa is a vast cotton region, and it is indigenous to the soil, and perennial. 

Many coloured people in the United States wish to proceed thither to preach the Gospel, promote civilization 

among the natives, and export cotton to England, with other African products. 

If by these means cotton can be largely introduced into the English market, and at less’price, it would 

render slavery unprofitable in the United States. 

A party has already gone to Yoruba, Central Africa ; a treaty of peace formed ; every privilege for Chr sable 

settlers granted ; and the chiefs and natives cordially welcome the missionaries and settlers. 

Another party is now preparing to go from New York and appeal to British sympathy, and aid to enable 

them to accomplish these great objects. 

Many of the philanthropists of Great Britain and America sanction these plans. : 

After a thorough examination of the various branches of the subject the following Resolution, moved by 
Sir Cuntine E, Earp.ey, Bart., and seconded by Dr. Toomas Hop@kIn, was passed unanimously :— 

“ Resolved,—That this Meeting is of opinion that the plans of the African Civilization Society of New York 
are well worthy of the consideration of the commercial, philanthropic, and especially the Christian classes of this 
country ; and that with this view it is desirable that a fund be raised to enable the Foreign Secretary of the 
Society now in England to circulate printed information on the subject.” 

It was also resolved that a circular be issued expressive of the views of this Meeting, and that the following

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COMMERCIAL RELATIONS OF COTTON. 


In the Cutton-Supply Reporter of Feb. 1, 1860, are the following statements :— 

‘‘ Upwards of half a million workers are now employed in our Cotton Factories; and it has been estimated that 
at least four millions of persons, in this country, are dependent upon the Cotton trade for subsistence. 

“A century ago, Lancashire contained a population of only 300,000 persons; it now numbers 2,300,000. In the 
same period of time, this enormous increase exceeds that of any other equal surface of the globe, and is entirely owing 
to the development of the Cotton trade. 

In 1856, there were in the United Kingdom 2210 factories, running 28,000,000 spindles, and 299,000 looms, by 97,000 
horse power. Since that period, a considerable number of new mills have been erected, and extensive additions have been 
made to the spinning and weaving machines of those previously in existence. 

“The amount of actual capital invested in the Cotton trade of this kingdom, is estimated to be between sixty and 
seventy millions sterling. The quantity of Cotton imported into this country, in 1859, was 1181} million pounds’ weight : 
the value if which, at 6d. per lb., is equal to £30,000,600 sterling. 

** Out of 2,829,110 bales of Cotton imported into Great Britain, America has supplied us with 2,086,341; that is, five- 
sevenths of the whole. In other words, out of every 7lbs. imported from all countries into Great Britain, America has 
supplied 5lbs. India has sent us about 500,000 bales; Egypt, about 100,000 ; South America, 124,000 ; and other countries 
between 8000 and 9000 bales:—Great Britain alone consumes twenty four millions’ worth of cotton goods. , 

‘“‘ Two conclusions may be drawn from the facts now cited :—First. That the interests of an enormous mass of capital 
and labour depend upon the Slave States of America for prosperity and continuance. 

‘‘ Second. If a war should at any time break out between England and America—a general insurrection take place 
among the slaves—disease sweep off those slaves by death—or the Cotton crop fall short in quantity, whether from severe 
frosts, disease of the plant, or other possible causes—our mills would be stopped for want of Cotton, employers would be 
ruined, and famine would stalk abroad among the hundreds and thousands of workpeople who are at present, fortunately, 
well employed. Imagine a dearth of Cotton, and you may picture the horrors of such a calamity. Kailways would cease 
to pay, and our ships would lie rotting in their ports, should a scarcity of the raw material for manufacture overtake us. 
These statements are no exaggerations, but sober truths. : 

‘‘THE SPARKS ARE THERE, AMONG THE COITON. 
Beware of the flames, before it is too late !”

Some professed Christian philanthropists have 
been so strangely mystified on the subject of the 
American pro-slavery rebellion, that they have 
been unable to perceive the turpitude of a con- 
spiracy, whose criminal means and criminal ends 
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would seem to indicate the efforts of a diabolical 
sagacity to provoke the disgust and execration 
of mankind. 

Protestant gentlemen—whose language, origin, 
and religious belief, all tend to assimilate their 
national character to that of Britain—invite the 
approbation and aid of Britain,—in an enter- 
prise of treason, perjury, and bloody civil war,— 
to set up an empire for the thousand crimes of 
slavery. 

Well have our French brethren declared that 
‘‘no more revolting spectacle has ever been set 
before the civilized world;” and yet there are 
some intelligent British Christians, who seem to 
think that this incredible exploit of incredible 
iniquity ought to issue in success ! 

Let us hope that this French appeal may be 
effectual to arrest the progress of delusion, by 
showing what our continental friends regard 
as truly “the glory of England;” and by call- 
ing attention to the “ frightful responsibility” 
that must be incurred by all amongst us who 
give aid and sympathy to the American rebels. 

Honest and intelligent men cannot now have 
much difficulty in forming a just estimate of the 
American conflict. 

As Professor Goldwin Smith has put it— 
‘*It is now, beyond question, a struggle to pre- 
vent the slave-owning oligarchy of the South 
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from promoting, in the midst of Christendom 
and civilization, a State based on the slavery of 
the labouring class—a slavery hopeless and with- 
out redemption—a slavery far worse in its le- 
galized iniquity than the bondage of barbarous 
times—a slavery attended with such systematic 
outrages on nature and humanity, as are not to 
be thought of without horror and loathing in any 
Christian land.” Similar to this is the calm and 
earnest conclusion of Dr. Guthrie, who says :— 
‘‘ The advanced position which the Federal go- 
vernment and the North have taken on the 
subject of slavery, has made their cause that of 
humanity and religion; therefore I cannot but 
wish, and heartily, wish them success against a 
power which rests on principles as insulting to 
God as they are cruel to man.’ 

It is very humbling to observe how this plain 
and Christian view of the question has been 
concealed from a portion of our countrymen, by 
the most flimsy fallacies and the most pitiful 
prejudices. 

Interested and evil-minded persons, both in 
England and in America, have degraded the 
public press, by the vilest misrepresentations, 
intended to produce mutual animosity between 
the two countries. It must also be admitted 
that much has occurred in America calculated 
to excite our anger and disgust. 
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But we should not allow these things to be- 
tray us into an alliance with the foulest crimes. 
Our antecedents and our anticipations—our ha- 
tred of treachery and oppression—and our love 
of freedom and fair play—should have secured 
our hearty. and national approval of the efforts 
of the President and his supporters to save their 
country, and to eradicate its deepest curse. 

Some persons talk of the war as caused by a 
protective Northern tariff, and by the aspirations 
of the South for free trade. But the tariff talked 
of was imposed when the Southern slave-owners 
ruled the country ; and they have stated, not the 
tariff question, but THE SLAVERY QUESTION, to 
be the ground and object of their rebellion. 

Some censure the President and the repub- 
lican party for being unjust to the South in 
their anti-slavery fanaticism. Others affect to 
despise them for not being anti-slavery enough. 

Some have only one idea on the general sub- 
ject, and that is, that we ought to do whatever 
is necessary to secure free trade in cotton. 

It is very doubtful that we should secure this 
by complicity with slavery; and it might be 
argued that liberty for trade requires liberty for 
man. But it is hopeless to reason with those who 
would barter conscience for cotton, and whose 
commercial ethics would sanction free trade in 
slaves. 
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Others, again, excuse themselves from the 
exercise of Christian principle, by reiterating 
and exaggerating charges of short-coming and 
selfishness against the government and the peo- 
ple of the North. The object and conditions 
of Mr. Lincoln’s election are overlooked; the 
patent fact that his first duty was to suppress 
rebellion, is ignored ; all that his government and 
congress have done to promote the peaceable 
and equitable abolition of slavery, by a large na- 
tional payment to the slave-owners, is forgotten ; 
and the prejudices of the people in some of the 
Northern States, the slow and hesitating cha- 
racter of the president’s emancipation measures, 
and the malignant pro-slavery treachery of some 
of his generals and officers of state, are all 
pleaded as excuses for being indifferent about 
the North, and cherishing an admiring sympathy 
for the South. 

Usually we admire a statesman for eclinn 
not as a partisan, but as a public servant; and 
the more we learn of his being beset by trai- 
tors, the more our respect and solicitude for him 
are increased. But in this case, the difficulties 
of those whom we believe to be morally right,. 
plead the cause of those whom we believe to be 
morally wrong. 

Because loyalty and liberty have so many 
foes, therefore we are asked to approve of trea- 
son and rebellion in behalf of slavery ! 
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If it were a question of individual duty, every 
honest man’s conscience would give the right 
verdict. Because my honest neighbour is a 
man of peace, more willing to pray than to 
fight—because he is, withal, somewhat weak in 
body and weak in mind—because his house is 
conveniently situated and conveniently con- 
structed for the designs of robbers—AND Jbe- 
cause some of his household servants are knaves— 
shall I, therefore, for these reasons especially, 
applaud the lawless burglars, who are ready to 
be his dastardly assassins P—and shall I be the 
more ready to do so, because I know that my 
connivance is all that is wanted to secure the 
perpetration of the crime? 

It might be urged that President Lincoln de- 
serves respect, if not admiration and applause, 
for the prudence and caution with which he has 
proceeded; and that the constitutional modera- 
tion of his government has made its abolitionism 
the more unimpeachable as a war policy, because 
it has been rendered necessary by the strength 
and violence of the slave power. The president 
had not an anti-slavery theory to carry out; but 
because slavery would destroy the national go- 
vernment and the national life, therefore the 
President has been forced to conclude that the 
nation and the government must destroy slavery. 
There are some who attempt to dispose of this 
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whole question, by alleging that the seceders 
had a right to secede. But what is the meaning 
of this allegation ?—and who that knows the 
facts of the case, and respects the demands of 
common sense and common honesty, could ven- 
ture to set it up as a justification of the pro- 
slavery outrage ? 

A partner in a firm occupies premises and 
holds property belonging to the firm. Without 
proposing a settlement and separation, he FIRST 
makes away with the property, claims the house 
as his own, and employs his partners’ servants 
and money for their destruction; and THEN; 
when the bailiffs come upon hin, he alleges his 
right to dissolve the partnership ! 

The question of the right of secession has not 
been raised. If the Southern leaders thought 
they had that right they should have proposed:a 
legal and peaceable separation. But they made 
no such claim. ‘They carried on their system 
of treason and corruption for years, in anticipa~ 
tion of the national crisis, appropriating the 
national resources for their own ends. They 
used their power and influence, as servants of 
the government, for the overthrow of the go- 
vernment to which they had sworn allegiance. 
They went into rebellion because they lost an 
election. 

They seized the United States’ arms, ammu- 
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nition, forts, and property, and with them levied 
war on the United States. They plunged their 
country into a bloody fratricidal conflict, because 
they lost the prospect of turning it all into the 
condition of slave territory. Because they could 
not breed and barter, and hunt and hang, their 
black property in every part of “ the land of 
liberty,” therefore they conspired and rebelled, 
and made war; and then declared their right to 
secede. 

By their own admission they did all this, and 
more, for the avowed purpose of setting up a 
national government in which SLAVERY SHALL 
BE THE CHIEF “CORNER-STONE |” . 

Shall we forget the terrible significance of this 
expression——** Slavery ?” It means only “the 
legalized form of the natural supremacy of the 
superior race, in the interests of Christian civi- 
lization ;” or it means, also,—zf the slane-owner 
chooses,—the embodiment of the pirate creed, 
that ‘‘a black man has no rights which a white 
man is bound to respect.” It means only the 
securing of a maintenance, with all the blessings 
of genteel servitude and protection, to the ser- 
vile class; or it means, also, that the master is 
owner, and the servant is a chattel; that a white 
gentleman owning a black slave, has a legal 
right to use him or her, and his or her offspring, 
in any way he chooses, as marketable property ; 
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that a slave, being a husband and a father, can 
have no right to wife or child, but by his and 
their owner's will; and cannot legally withhold 
or defend himself, his ‘wife, his son, or his 
daughter, from any use their owner may desire 
to make of them. It means also that the mind 
and body, the brains and muscles, the manhood 
and the womanhood, of a slave, are the master’s 
possession, to dispose of as he may think fit;— 
that he may work to death, or whip to death, a 
man or woman, which he owns—if he chooses to 
lose so much property—without being amenable 
to any ‘ Martin’s Act against cruelty to ani- 
mals ;”—that zo power shall stand between his 
property and his passions; that he may coin his 
brutal instincts into dollars; sell his own illicit 
offspring as he sells his ox or his ass; and in- 
crease his wealth and respectability by the dis- 
gusting enormity of his crimes! 
THIS is the despotism of devilry with which 
Christendom is invited to form a “ holy alliance.” 
_ This Magna Charta of villany, the prophets 
of the Slave Confederacy profess to draw from 
the Bible; and the admiration of Bible-reading 
Britain is challenged in its behalf! Instead of 
a thunder-storm of national indignation at the 
insult, we have the grave silence of our legal 
neutrality sometimes broken by talk about “ the 
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right to secede ! 
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Such is the degradation to which respectable 
persons are brought, by paltering with “the sum 
of all villanies.” No wonder that so many 
have so nearly committed moral suicide, almost 

strangling their consciences, by attempting to 
'.8wallow this huge iniquity wrapped up in 
cotton. 

‘Must it not have been by such reasoning that 
Satan justified the first Secession; and can we 
not imagine how keen his free-trade logic would 
have been, if he had had ships and guns— 
TQ SELL? 

But Christianity must be avenged! Provi- 
dence is bringing judgment upon this wicked- 
ness. Humanity abhors it. Even infidels and 
some members of Parliament are ashamed of it. 
Our honest and: true-hearted people will con- 
tinue to reject and loathe it. All who profess 
and call themselves Christians should unite to 
protest against the audacious blasphemy that 
would father this monstrous offspring of evil 
passions upon the teachings of the Word of 
God. 

Having visited the Northern States of Ame- 
rica, at the time of European agitation, in 1848, 
and been inexpressibly gratified by the preva- 
lent and intense sentiment of warm attachment 
to Great Britain, and: to our beloved Queen, 
which was manifested everywhere I went, I 
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have been the more grieved and disappointed at 
the defective and perverted state of feeling that 
has prevailed in some quarters, in regard to 
“the terrible struggle which is at present con- 
vulsing the American States.” I am persuaded 
that a deep and principled mutual affection exists 
between the better classes of the people of the 
United Kingdom and of the United States, 
notwithstanding all that has been said and done, 
on both sides lately, to produce a bad feeling. 

I know something of the sacrifices and suffer- 
ings of the noble band of Christian abolitionists 
in America, through whose heroic labours the 
cause of emancipation has been sustained. I 
know how heartily they have prized the sym- 
pathy and co-operation of the friends of freedom 
in these lands; and how bitter their disappoint- 
ment must be, when British influence appears 
to be, even for a moment, on the side of the 
oppressor. 

It is of immense importance to the interests 
of Christianity and human progress, that the 
mutual respect and attachment of the two nations 
should be preserved; and that our American 
friends, who are so nobly suffering for the main- 
tenance of human rights, should know that, 
despite their own blunders, and the _ political 
complications of their conflict, they have the 
warm sympathy of all true British hearts in 
behalf ‘of law and liberty. 
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It is also a high duty of Christian patriotism 
to save Britain from the guilt and shame of 
“ recognising’ —as the birth of a nation—the 
greatest outrage on.society to be found in the 
modern history of public crime. 

I therefore rejoice at the appearance of this 
seasonable and suitable address from French 
Protestant pastors “ to the ministers of religion, 
of all denominations, in England, Scotland, and 
Ireland ;” and I most heartily unite in the desire 
of our French brethren, “to call forth a great 
and peaceful manifestation of sympathy for the 
coloured race; and to “urge our country ¢o 
declare itself openly for the HOLY CAUSE OF 
FREEDOM FOR THE SLAVES.” 

Surely the time is not far distant when Chris- 
tian philanthropists, in every land, will unite to 
realize for the children of oppression, such happy 
aspirations as the following—

I may perhaps be allowed to state that my 
interest in the object of the Meeting is greatly increased from the cir-

The Committee of the Birmingham and Midland Freedmen’s-Aid Association,—formed to 
assist In promoting the physical, mental, industrial, moral, and spiritual welfare of Four Millions of 
Negroes freed from Slavery, by the Providence of God, through the late Civil War in America,— 
respectfully and earnestly solicit an expression of your sympathy, as a Conference, with this great 
deliverance ; with those delivered, amidst great present sufferings, great necessities, and great dangers ; 
and with the great work which our Heavenly Father, in this great deliverance, and in relation to the state 
and circumstances of those delivered, loudly calls upon His people—and especially those belonging to the 
Anglo-Saxon and Celtic races—promptly, energetically, and generously to perform. 


We are induced to make this solicitation—not on political, party, or sectarian grounds ;— 
not because we think you unmindful of this deeply-important subject;—nor merely because, from your 
organization, united feeling, and benevolent enterprise, as a Christian community, such an expression 
of sympathy would have a most beneficial, practical effect within your own borders—for to those points 
we should think it a breach of duty and taste to do more than thus just respectfully to allude in passing 
—but'we are profoundly convinced that such an expression would, by God’s blessing, have a most happy 
effect, in various Ways, on other religious and philanthropic organizations and individuals in our own land ; 
and on our nation at large; as well as on the special objects of our solicitude; on the Freedmen’s- 
Aid Associations, on the great Christian communities, and on the people and Government of the United 
States of America. | | 


We regard the proximity of our recent duspicious Anniversary as an Association and the visit 
to our Town of the Wesleyan-Methodist Conference as forming a suitable conjuncture of circumstances 
for thus addressing those who compose the latter body. And we cherish the hope that results more largely 
conducive to the welfare of the Freedmen may be realised from our embracing the opportunity of doing’ so. 


_. -We rejoice that already a number of leading members of the great Wesleyan-Methodist family have 
—in common with a number belonging to other Christian communities—clearly and emphatically expressed 
their sympathy with the objects.contemplated: by our great but comparatively new movement ; and wé are

sure that you with ourselves feel that, could your illustrious and venerated Founder and your late graciously - 
endowed, large-hearted, and honoured President speak to us now, they would, with heavenly tenderness, 
emphasis, and force, express their sympathy with the cause of these emancipated and suffering Negroes. 


Your Centenary Hall has recently’ rung with the eloquence of gentlemen bélonging to your 
own body, whose fulness of information, whose ardent and tender love to our Lord and these‘suffering 
Freedmen, and whose sound judgment and ready utterance, admirably adapted them for their work; that 
Hall rang again and again with the enthusiastic responsive cheers of those who weré addregsed by theth ; 
and your denominational organs admirably reported and widely circulated those addresses, accoinpariied 


by words of very able and very hearty commendation. 
Great Britain gave Slavery to the United States: God has taken it away. 


Great Britain liberated her slaves in the West Indies—800,000 in number—after a long and 
arduous political struggle, at a national cost of twenty millions sterling. This she did amidst circumstances 
of political and social serenity only surpassed by those of her commercial prosperity. In America, 
Emancipation has been precipitated by a four-year’s war of unexampled magnitude, mortality, and 


pecuniary loss. 


Great Britain emancipated her slaves while her political institutions were healthy beyond all pre- 
cedent ; while her families were as unbroken by war, famine, or pestilence, as they were free from disorder 
by the fierce fights of home factions; and while her Christian, philanthropic, and other societies found in 
her sons and daughters hosts of willing workers. Emancipation came to America amid the throes of civil 
war, demoralisation, and reconstruction; multitudes of her bravest sons having fallen by each other's 
hands in battle; and multitudes of her matrons are widows, and their children fatherless. And 
with multiplied demands for workers and aid of every kind, she points to her bereaved families, and realises 
that—under Gop—time, and peace, and love, and labour, and patience at home, are all necessary before 
America can become equal to what she was, and before the Negro can become what her best sons and our 


best countrymen fain would see him. 


The developed and undeveloped, material resources of the United States are almost boundless, 
but her immediately available resources, amidst the exhaustion and disorganization necessarily consequent 
on such a war, are comparatively limited; and hence, with a vast multitude of ruined whites, and four 
millions of /reedmen who were but a short time since labouring under all and still suffer from-many of the 
sad disadvantages of slavery, the praiseworthy efforts of the American Government need to be supplemented 
by those of Voluntary Freedmen’s-Aid Associations throughout the States, while generous aid, tendered 
to the Freedmen through the latter, by Freedmen’s-Aid Associations in Great Britain—tendered in a spirit 
worthy of the two great peoples who compose one great family—will, we know, be as heartily welcomed 
as it will be nobly and kindly given; and thus great good shall come, not only to the Freedmen, but to 
all concerned. ; 


We write thus, Reverend and Dear Sirs, not because you need informing or persuading; but that, 
ourselves labouring in this good cause, we should justify the act and mode of our approach to you—and 


fairly explain the motives which actuate us, and the object we have in view, in doing so; and while thus

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asking you to express your sympathy in any form or forms which your combined Christian love and wisdom 
shall suggest, we know you will rejoice with us in recalling and recording the fact that during the Irish 
Famine and the more recent Lancashire Distress, American liberality expressed itself spontaneously and 
nobly in sending to our shores money and goods to the extent of a quarter of a million sterling. We 
name this, not as the ground of our appeal, but as a delightful fact which may furnish an encouragement 


as pleasing, as it does a precedent which ought to be honorably mentioned, and may be gracefully 
followed. -

On Wednesday evening, the 2nd instant, a public meeting of unusual interest 
was held in the Town Hall, Birmingham, under the auspices of the above Associa. 
tion. Taking advantage of the meeting in that town of the Wesleyan Methodist 
Conference, the committee resolved on consulting its heads as to the holaing of 
such a meeting ; the response was heartily and unanimously in sympathy: and, in 
addition to the usual announcements, they forwarded a platform ticket to every 
Wesleyan minister, with a reserved seat ticket to admit the members of each 
family in which a minister was a guest. The result was that probably nearly one- 
half the ministers eomposing the Conference were present on the occasion, on the 
platform, in the side galleries, or in the body of the hall, while a very large number 
of the leading Wesleyans of the town and neighbourhood were also present. There 
was a very large audience. The chair was occupied by John Hartley, Esq., J.P., 
one of the largest employers in the district, and one of the most generous laymen in 
the Wesleyan connexion. The Birmingham daily papers devoted nearly three 
columns each to a report of the meeting. We cordially second the design of the 
Midland Freedmen’s Aid Association by reporting the resolutions, with the influen- 
tial names of the proposers and seconders, merely adding that they made most 
admirable speeches on the occasion, this remark especially applying to the addresses 
of the Rev. W. Arthur and the Rev. Bishop Janes, of the Ameriean Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and the Kev. R. W. Dale, of Birmingham. The Rev. H. T. Breay 
of St, Matthias, opened the proceedings with prayer. 

The first resolution, as follows, was moved by the Rev. Wm. Shaw, 
president, and seconded by the Rev. Geo. Osborne, D.D., ex-president, of 
the Wesleyan Conference :—‘‘ That this meeting, wlile rejoicing in the fact that at 
the close of the late civil war in America, four millions of coloured people, formerly 
slaves, have become free, nevertheless views with prayerful concern and tender 
sympathy the distressing physical, sucial, and spiritual condition of these freed 
people, in their state of transition from bondage to hberty.”’ 

The Rev. Wm. Arthur, M.A., proposed, and the Rev. Luke Wiseman 
seconded the following :—That this meeting, while rejoicing m the eflorts made by 
the President and Government of the United States on. behalf of the freedmen, 
especially in the appointment of Major-General O. O. Howard as head of the 
Bureau for Freedmen’s affairs, cordially sympathises in the objeets and labours of the 
Freedmen’s Associations formed in the United States, and in the fact that their co- 
‘ation is valued and invited by the American Government. 

The third resolution was moved by Samuel Bowly, Esq., of Gloucester ; 

seconded by 'T. B. Smithies, Esq., Editor of the British Workman; and responded 
to by the Rev. Bishop Janes, and the Hon. C. C. Leigh: ‘*‘ That this Meeting most 
cordially welcomes the Rev. Brsuorp Janus, of the American Methodist Episcopal 
Chureh—a great religious community whose sympathies are with the Freedmen ; 
and hereby tenders to him personally, and through him to the great community 
which he so worthily represents, and to all other their worthy associated and indi- 
vidual co-workers in this great cause in the United States of America, the expression 
of their kindest fraternal regards, accompanied by earnest wishes for their true wel- 
ind earnest prayer to Almighty God fur speedy and complete success. 
The concluding busmess resolution as follows, moved by the Rev R. W. Dale, 
M.A., and seconded by the Rev. Dr. Rigg:—‘t That this Meeting most heartily 
rejoices in the formation of Freedmens Aid Associations in America, Great 
Britain, France, and elsewhere ;—at ‘he fraternal spirit which pervades these bodies; 
and desires to see all philanthropists, and especiaily the various religious commu- 
nities of this kingdom—including the Wesleyan Methodist society, whose vener- 
able and esteemed president and ex-presideént with other Mimisters, they weleome 
here to-night—throw the whole available weight of their piety, influence, and means, 
in co-operation with their American brethren, into the work of elevating the Freed 
People,—a work which worthily performed, must, by the Divine blessing, be pro- 
ductive of the best results, not only on the Freedmen—and on the Governments and 
peoples of the two great nations mainly concerned—but on the world at large.”’ 

The resolutions were carried with great enthusiasm. Votes of thanks brought 
the proceedings to a close. |

BIRMINGHAM AND MIDLAND 
FREED-MEN’S-AID ASSOCIA 


— -————— — 


OvR recent meetings in Birmingham, on behalf of four millions of Freed-men 
in America—(nearly two millions of whom obtained emancipation during the 
throes of the Civil War, and the remainder. by its sudden termination)—were 


such for numbers, character, and results, as no other town in Great Britain 
has yet presented. 

Every fresh mail from America places still further beyond dispute the fact 
of the terrible poverty and sufferings of the whites (especially those of the 
Southern States), great numbers of whom are kept alive by national and pri- 
vate benevolenee. 

. Bad as is the state of the whites, that of the blacks is still worse. Invo- 


luntary slavery, compulsory ignorance, and sensuality, (stimulated by the 
cupidity and example of multitudes of whites), have done their terrible work but 
too effectually. Reverence for God, self-respect, self-reliance, have been but 
comparatively little known amongst them. ‘The lot of such persons must bé 
deplorable indeed ; but that of the weakly and young is worst of all. 

Had freedom been suddenly conceded amidst the prosperity which has 
been ordinarily enjoyed by our American brethren, the employment and 
education of four millions of negroes thus liberated would have severely 
tested and taxed their statesmanship and philanthropy. But that emancipa- 
tion has taken place at the close of a stubborn, protracted, and expensive war ; 
the national treasury is comparatively exhausted, and the lot of the negro 
must thus be a peculiarly trying one, amidst the distressing experiences 
inevitably belonging to the re-construction of society,—amidst the various 
opinions, deep prejudices, and conflicting interests, the existence of which 
none can ignore, and the painful influence of which the negro will find it very 
difficult, if not impossible, to evade. 

It is under such circumstances as these that philanthropists of the Anglo- 
Saxon race, on both sides of the Atlantic, have set to work to help in feeding 
and clothing the bodies, in educating and training the minds and industrial 
and cocial habits, and in every way elevating the characters, of the freed men. 

Our latest advices from the southern, the northern, and the western States 
—advices from very intelligent and trustworthy individuals—all speak of the — 
need of the exercise of prompt and increased generosity, in money, wearing 
apparel, and implements of labour. Winter, too, will shortly intensify the 
sufferings of the negro. 

While remembering the good deeds of the United States in sending money 
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_ and_goodst6. tthe extent of a quarter of a million in the times of the Irish 
Famine and, the Lancashire Distress, we rejoice that already, within a few 


‘igonths, reat Britain has sent; in money and goods, nearly a fifth of that 


imontit to the suffering freed-men. 

Birmingham and the Midland District were amongst the Yery earliest 
engaged in this field of benevolent labour; and on all hands Sewing Circles, 
formed on the Birmingham model, are operating and multiplying ; and break- 
fasts, with public meetings, similar, to those we recently held, are projected 
elsewhere. The thought and purpose of thus more effectively spreading 
information, and raising money and goods, have been suggested or encouraged 
by our example and success. 

We have already obtained, in connection with our recent meetings, as will 
be seen from the accompanying list, nearly £1100; and now we appeal to 
those who have not already given, to help this great, urgent, and god-like cause 
without delay. 

We appeal to you not on sectarian or political, but on philanthropic 
and Christian grounds. We. appeal not only to heads of families, but also 
to the separate members of those families; we appeal to the Gentry, to 
Commercial Men, to Manufacturers, to Tradesmen ; we appeal to Workmen ; 
we appeal to Sunday and day-school teachers and scholars; but, most 
urgently of all, to Ministers of Religion in our town and neighbourhood, to aid 
us with their powerful and valuable influence. 

The gifts of Birmingham have already saved many lives ; have fed the hun- 
gry, clothed the naked, and instructed the ignorant. We have the most 
undeniable evidence that. those gifts are highly valued; that our example has 
been influential is beyond dispute ; and now men, women, youths, and child- 
ren of Birmingham, we beseech you so nobly and promptly to respond to 
our appeal, that we may furnish such an example to our countrymen, and 
such¢help to America, as shall have the happiest possible influence; and the 
freed-men, and the people of the two great nations, and pomtoy , and God, shall 
bless our gifts, and labours, and prayers.

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the great necessities of the Freedmen, and as an example to our neighbours,

the relief of physical destitution and when the} 
winter was over and gone they concluded that | 
there was no further necessity for aid. Ithas 
been found moreover that the white population 
in the south, including the smaller ex-slave- 
holders, required help, and in conjunction with 
the freed-men several societies have deter- 
mined to include the impoverished southern 
people in general. Tomany contributors this 
arrangment will be most agreeable. They 
can help the sufferers from the war in a way 
that will not wound their sensibilities. We 
think however that in societies properly in- 
stituted for the relief of freed-men where there 
is an enlargement of the sphere of benevolence 
it, ought to be explicitly stated that the aid is 
extended to the former slave masters as well 
-as to those who have been liberated. We 
believe that means are provided for the educa- 
tion of the poorer slave-holding class. They 
undoubtedly need instruction and if they can 
be induced to allow their neglected children 
to attend school in common with the coloured 
pupils, a great advantage will be secured. 
We fear that as yet very rare instances ofthe 
kind can be found. For, oarselves, we feel 
growing confidence in the plan of directing 
our efforts to the improvement of the deeply 
injured coloured race. It seems to us ths 
the British and Foreign Freed-Men’s Aid 
Society will soon be, if it is not so already 
the only really Fretp-MeEn’s Society in this 
country. Weshall hold steadily on to c 
simple and grand object. Consistency, com- 
mon-sense and christian equity and kindness 
will in the end be found on our side. 
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Of “the Church of Scotland listened with deep interest to the 
statements of the Rev. Dr Patton and the Rev. Sella Martin 
from America, relative to the work of the American Missionary 
Association among the Freedmen of the United States ; and 
that it unanimously recommended said cause to the liberal aid 
of iss congregations. It is important that the sympathy of the. 
Church of Scotland in a matter which appeals so stron ely to the 
universal church, should be expressed in a definite and practical 
form. Itis understood that other denominations of Christians 
in Great Britain are taking steps to render prompt and active 
aid to the American Missionary Association, and there are, no 
doubt, many in the Church of Scotland who will gladly help on 
so good a work. 


The General Assembly appointed A. T. Niven, Esq., 13 
Queen Street, Edinburgh, to receive and transmit such contribu- 
tions as might be made by individual members or congregations 
of the Church ; and the undersigned Ministers and Elders ven- 
ture to recommend the subject to your favourable consideration, 
in the hope that you may bring it under the notice of your 
Kirk-Session and Congregation, and forward a contribution 
within the next two months. The cause is very urgent, and it is 
highly important that whatever assistance may be given should 
be given im mediately.

FREEDMEN. 


To Tae Epiror oF 


Esteemed Friend,—The kindness of the Buitish press in the inser- 
‘tion of articles and letters on behalf of the four millions of suffering 
freed peoplé in Ameriga has of immense service. 

In ous ways—in, cash, iMplements, clothing, &c.—help has 
been.rendered to the extent of between £50,000 and £60,000. | 

Still, our worst fears for these poor creatures for the ensuing 
winter are likely to be far exceeded; as even those but little ac-. 
quainted with the subject may in part judge from the subjoined 
letter of General Saxton, of the American Freedmen’s Bureau, and 
from extracts from two fully reliable letters, since received by myself, 
as one of the secretaries and treasurers of the Birmingham and 
Midland Freedmen's-Aid Association, within a few days. 

The sternness of the American winter is terribly trying to the 
well-fed, well-clothed, and well-housed: what it is likely to prove 
hundreds of thousands of these poor destitute creatures the testi- 
mony at the foot of this letter too surely and too sadly indicates. 

May I most earnestly urge such of thy readers as have the ability 
to send help at once. We have already been enabled to purchase 
1,000 pairs of blankets since the receipt of General Saxton’s letter 
{within the last three weeks). Thousands of pairs besides are avail- 
able, on the most advantageous terms, had we but the means of pur- 
chasing them. One sum of £200; another, of £50; and several 
smaller amounts, have enabled us to do thus much. Hereford, also, 
has sent to us £50, and several ladies’ circles are in full work there, 
making up warm garments, &c., especially for the freed women and 
children, 800,000 of the latter being orphans. We are looking daily 
for an equal amount just contributed at Neath. May I most earnestly 
yet others promptly to imitate these examples, 

am persuaded that thy insertion of this letter, and its accom- 
panying intelligence, will induce some of thy readers liberally to 
respond, according to their ability ; especially to aid in the purchase 
of blankets for the winter. 

This appeal is made—not on political grounds, for our Association 
comprehends gentlemen of every shade of politics—but on grounds 
of humanity and Christian philanthropy. 

I shall be willing to supply any information in my power gratui- 
tously to persons wishing for the same, as to the freed people, as to 
contributions of money, implements, and clothing, and -as to the 
formatiou of sewing circles.

The 
means at the disposal of the Freedmen’s Bureau are entirely inade- 
quate to meet the pressing demands of destitute humanity. Blankets, 
wooollen shirts, pantaloons, women’s and children’s under-clothing 
and dresses, shoes and stockings, of all sizes, are needed. 

“ Great portions of these two States have been desolated and laid 
waste by the late war. Industry has been interrupted, and over large 
districts, entirely suspended; and thousands of people are utterly 
destitute. 

“ Thirty-five thousand blankets are needed in South Carolina and 
on the Sea Islands alone. Every necessary article of wearing 
apparel which you can send will be the means of saving some one 
from suffering. Great care will be used in the distribution of the 
clothing and supplies sent, as an officer will be specially appointed to 
acknowledge the receipts of the above articles, and attend to their 
distribution.

“We have commenced our winter campaign with vigour and ear- 
nestness; and well we may, for the work before us is appalling from 
its colossal and almost unmanageable magnitude. | 

“ The ravages of the war, and the impoverishment thereby of whole 
states in the South, will be followed this winter by incredible suf- 
fering, much of which will be beyond our power to relieve. It is 
eomputed that 30,000 of the freedmen in Georgia alone will die this 
winter from exposure and destitution! Our Commission, which has 
just been in session in this city, has been receiving testimony from 
the highest and most trustworthy sources, and has reached the con- 
clusion that bundreds of thousands in the South will need our aid 
this winter, and that—spite of all we can do—tens of thousands will 
= It is truly fearful; and were not the facts in detail fairly 

fore us, and that in testimony ahove impeachment, we should be 
incredulous from their sheer enormity. 

“Then their moral, intellectual, and social wants are as pressing 
and imperative as their physical. These people must have instruc. 
tion; and how can they learn without a teacher? And how shall 
‘they teach, except they be sent? And how shall they be sent, without 
money ? | 

“We find that instruction and physical aid— to make either fully 
effec ive —-must go hand in hand, Instruction adds one hundred 
per cent. to the value of material relief. That is to say: Five hun- 
dred dollars and a school will go further in ministering to want and 
promoting physical comfort than one thousand dollars’ worth of 
clothes without a school. 

“Think of these things, ye good and well-to-do i in England, 
who have not been cursed by slavery and harried by war!”

“Mr Davin Macnaz, Glasgow soe presented a ; 
commission from the American ary Associa-/ 
tion, delivered an address on ‘** The Condition of thé 
Freedmen in the United States.” Mr Macrae, in the 
course of a powerful address, maintained that the 
work of educating and evange elising the freedmen of ’ 
America was the great mission work of the age. 
The cost of maintaining a missionary, he said, was 
only £100 a year, or £50 for one of the negro students, 
and he trusted that the Reformed Presbyterian Church 
or some of its individual members would see their 
way to take part in the work which was being carried 
on with most gratifying results. At any rate, he 
hoped that as a Synod they would give fortha sound 
of encouragement to those already labourers in the 
vast field. 

Dr Goold having expressed hearty sympathy with 
the cause Mr Macrae had pleaded, Mr Milroy pro- 
posed a resolution on the subject, In the course of 
@ conversation which ensued, several suggestions were 
offered as to points to be embodied in the Synod’s 
deliverance ; and it was ultimately agreed that the 
form of resolution to be adopted should be adjusted 
and brought up at a future meeting.
